ROADS AND ROADMAKING. 


Mr. President and Gentlemen, 

The object of this paper is not so much 
| to instruct as itis to draw out what my 
_hearers have learned by practical work 

respecting this subject, but should it ae- 
complish beth, then so much the better, 
as I have no desire to ask you for what 
I am unwilling to give, as far as the 
writer's limited experience will help in 
getting information respecting roads and 
roadmaking, and should each person 
present learn what we all know in part 
then thie will be a protitable and success- 
ful meeting. 

Roads in their natural state in this sec- 
tion of the province are naturally good, 
during the greater portion of the year, 
owing tothe nature of the soil, liberal 
allowance in the read surveys, lightness 
of rainfall and climate ; yet we must all 
admit that we must improve our roads, 
though judging from whet has been ac- 
eomplished during the last ten years in 
many parts of this well settled district, 
we have reason to think that some have 
been shirking their responsibility and 
have left much undone. Here I might 
give you some large figures, what other 
countries have spent on roads and _road- 
making, for instance take Switzerland, 
which has spent £1,000,000 per mile on 
mountain roads, and many other Euro- 

| pean countries have spent fabulous sums 
aud yet they think it money well inves- 
j ted. Surely then it will pay us, when I 
| think $1.000 will make one mile of goed 
| road where most needed. 
| Why does it pay to have good roads, 
| because our teams ean haul 80 bushels of 
| wheat easier on good roads thanon 40 
bush. on a bad road : the same load can 
i be marketed in less time; our horses 
will live longer and require less feed, in 
fact good roads will shorten distance, en- 
|eourage  intercommunication between 
town and country, benifit trade, and also 
good reads advance the value of our 


farms. 
Can we have good roads? Yes, we 
)can, and with less cost than any part of 
this continent that Tam familiar with 
owing to natural causes already stated, 
; though we have no stone suitable for

Now in conclusion the writer of this 
paper would urge a fair discussion of this 
subject, not because I represent some 
bicycle club or bicycle manufacturing es- 
tablishment, (as that is how this subject 
became agitated to the south of us) but 
beeause I am a farmer and can see some 
of the advantages of good roads made 
after the most improved plan; and I hope 
they will be made just as fast as our 
funds will permit. Let me call the at- 
tention of those present, who bave not 
already noticed, that there will be at a 
sideshew, atthe coming World's Fair 
this year, a trial of ali the latest improv- 
ed road-making machinery ; also lectures 
on road making, etc. I hope you will all 
be able to take in this interesting depart- 
ment, and take hotes for the benifit of all 
those whe travel roads in this fair pro- 
vince we call our own.

GEORGE RODDICK, REEVE OF CORNWALLI¢ E, 
ON ROADS AND ROAD-MAKING, 


On this important subject, I feel in- 
competent to address the Institute. My 
remarks will therefore be bief. 

First. The importance of good com- 
mon roads. To facilitate the intercourse 
between the nations of the earth, the 
Giod of Nature has furnished a grand 
highway in the mighty ocean—in the 
wide spreading lake and in the long tlow- 
ing river, which bear upon their bosom, 
the commerce of the world. This won- 
derful highway has been, as it were, 
Suppiemented by the ingenuity of man in 
the construction of the numerous rail- 
ways that unite nations and continents 
with bands of iron by which the produc- 
tion of every clime may be shared by all. 
But this systen of incourse, noble and 
grand asit is, remains incom>lete and 
defective without the oft neglected com- 
mon road. Asthe river would fail to 
accomplish its purpose witheut the rivu- 
let, so the yreat avenues of trade com- 
merce would prove of little avail without 
the means of access to the houses of the 
dwellers in the forest, the mountains 
and the plains. 

In all new countriesjone of the greatest 
ditticulties with which the early settlers 
has te contend isthe lack of roads. He 
wends his weary way throuzh the forest, 
over mountains and = river-swamps and 
muskegs, upon which he looks back in 
after years with astonishment and dis 
may. Henee one of the first recursites 
for the speedy improvement and develop- 
ment of a country 
road. 

In older countries, the importance of 
acknowledged in the 

mount of labour, money and scientific 
shill employed in their construction, 

ln our new provines 
net received the attention which its im 
portance demands. Perhaps one reason 
for this ie, that the drier portions of the 
prairie have furnished a fair road, which, 
owing to the small amoumt under culti- 
vation, could be utilized in almost a 
straight line from point to point. This, 
however, isa thing of the past and the 
tune has come when the road allowance 
must be utilized. To furnish as good 
reads as their circumstances permit, 
should be the aim of every rural muni- 
cipwlity, and labour and money judic 
iously expended for this objeet will repay 
the farmer fourfold in reducing the ex- 
pense of drawing his produce to market, 
lessening the wear and tear of his wagon, 
with less injury to his beasts of burden. 

Now, as to the best means of accom. 
pushing this work, the question is opem 
to discussion. Beth the cash system and 
the statute labour system have been tried 
in the municipality cf which I have the 
honor 'o be reeve, and as far asl have 
been able to learm, the concensus of 
opinion is in favoar ef the old statute 
labour system. This leaning in favour of 
that eystem may rise from the scarcity of 
ready momey on the part of farmers. 

My own opinion is, that for the accom- 
plishment of large contracts, better aad 
cheaper work can be secured by the cash 
system, but in completing small jobs and 
repairs, phate 5 over the different 
wards, the statute labour system has 
many advanta:es. We are well aware 
that in some wards, statute labour both 
in theory and practice is ** lazy labour ” 
and men ‘flitt«r away their time te little 
advantage, bu in other wards, let it be 
said to theire-~iit, the work is dilli-

CULVERTS. 


In this disetssion the question of cul- 
verts demands special attention. Up tll 


the present time, wood has been univers- 
'#lly employed in this country. In the 
mmunicipality sf Cornwallis, 3 in. pine 
| plank, costicg something hke $24 per 
;thousand by the earload, have been 
usu ally employed. This material tho’ 
answering the purpose in the mean time 
is open to many objections. First it is 
to explain in view of the short period it 
remains in # sound condition. Secondly, 
its hability to be displaced by spring 
floods, requiring constant attention ona 
subsecting the travelling public to incon- 
venience and danger. In some countries 
stone is made to answer the purpose and 
to a large extent fflls the bil’, but in this 
country, stone is out of the question. 

What then is our best resort! In 
answer we unhesitatingly reply tile or 
sewer pipe. In some districts in the east, 
they have been tested for years and have 
been found well adapted for the purpose. 
It may be objected, that in this country 
the freezing of the water in the pi 
would cause it to burst. This can easily 
be avoided by draining the lower eni of 
the pipe, so that no water will remain in 
it during the winter months. 

But again with regard to the cost, the 
first cost may be greater than wood but 
like every other superior article, the pipe 
will prove much the cheaper in the end. 
I am informed that they can be laid down 
in car lots at almost any station in at the 
following prices :

Pipes considerssly heavier than the 
ibove called “ double straizht Pipes | are 
now made which are pecularly ad spted 
for culverts and cost 40 per cent. more 
per foot, but we are of opinion that the 
ordinary sewer pipe would answer the 
purpose. The large culverts to or even 
three of these pipes might be placed side 
by side and in peint of economy and 
utility would prove much superior to any 
read work that might be employed. The 
cost of the pipe would be only one- 
third more than wood. 

MATERIAL FOR Roab sURPack 

A well rounded road had, with a good 
coating of suitable gravel and ditches 24 
feet apart, with sufticient fall to carry off 
the water should be the present aim ef 
our municipalities. A higher ambition 
should await gratification in the distant 
future. We should recommenn all rural 
municipalities to purchase gravel pits at

However, for grading up te 
the ends of bridges and culverts and fill 
ing up roads throush muskegs, like those 
inthe vicinity of Douglas and other 
points ; 4 read yrader is of no manner of 
use. Up till the resent time, our atten. 
tion has principilly been contiaed to the 
above mentioned kind of grades aud we 
have found the wheel and slush seraper 
to answer the pur,ose much better than 
any grading machine. When the earth 
only requires to be removed from side 
ditches into the immediate centre of the 
road, I believe the road grading machine 
will be found to answer the purpose most 
satisf ctory. 

Mr. Pentland, Reeye of Elton, said 
thas he had not come to teach but to 
learn. 

Mr. Middleton ssid: He was very 
glad t> hear two such god papers, 
though he did not quite agree with the 
Rev. Mr. Roddick. Ido not think thas 
the best way is to plough up the prairie; 
my belief is that the beat way is to put 
on as much wel as possible 
and as soon as a hole appears, fill it wp 
with the same material. Scesute labour 
is a fraud. I am very much pleased that 
the municipality of Elton is going to 
adopt the new system. Culverts should 
be made of brick and they will last as 
long as the road. Pipes are in my esti- 
mation, a bad thing, as in this ceuntry 
they are liable to be spoilt by frost.

The other 
figure is a very stylish jacket of gray cloth, 
double-breasted, with large buttons, and 
with the fashionable full sleeves. Simple 
as it looks’ it needs to be very well made 
and to fit perfectly. 

For those desiring to know just how the 
handsome visiting dress of the initial pie- 
ture is made, I give here a detailed des- 
cription of it. The fur trimming which 
borders the entire dress, is carried up the 
front and around the jacket. Thecostume 
is cut princess fashion and is closed with 
hooks and eves for about half ayard under 
the waist, this fastening being, however, 
entirely concealed by the fur trimming, 
Beneath this fastening, that is, at the 
lower part of the dress, the front is 
sewn together. The front of the waist can 
be made either with or without darts. If 
the curve ot the bust is very full, these 
darts must be employed, being put toward 
the side as much as possible. If the bust is 
small or inclined to be flat, it is not neces- 
sary to use them, and the material can be 
laid flat on the lining. Ifa dart be em- 
ployed, it is advisable to make it only in 
the outside material, not in the lining, so 
that when well ironed out. it is as little 
visible as possible. The back breadths are 
very much sloped, so as to set in tight to 
the figure, in order to preserve the bell 
shape, but the circnmterence should be at 
the bottom from three to three and one- 
quarter yards. The lining must be eut to 
the exact size of the upper material and 
must be sewn with the latter in such a 
manner as to fit line by line with it. The 
seams must be well dainpened and very 
carefully ironed so that they show as little 
as possible. If you wish to avoid the mid 
dle seam at the back, slope the back side 
breadths very much, as this gives the same 
effect as yoring the back and sewing it up. 
The skirt has no second muslin lining and 
the seams are made before being laid on 
the lining. This obviates any unnecessary 
fulness and stiffness, and makes the seams 
less easily seen Phe whalebones are cov- 
ered with bone casing and must be sewn 
in only above the waist band; underneath 
that they must be either cut off or left 
loose so as not to ontline the form too 
closely. The double jacket stands out a 
little behind frem the cress and has seams 
only under the arm. The front breadths 
must be left considerably wider in order 
that they can be shirred in the manner 
shown. These pleats are made without 
lining, so as not to be clumsy and the ma- 
terial must be shirred before being laid on 
the lining. The lower part of the sleeves 
is cut bias, and the large balloon puffs are 
cut from straight material. Both the 
jacket and the hh close collar are edged 
with fur. The ribbon belt is drawn in at 
the back so as to form a large rosette, and, 
after being brought round under the fur 
trimming in front, it fastens at the side 
with another rosette

A SLAVE SHIP'S FATE. 


Tt was in the fifties, before steamers 
had superseded the great Australian 
liners and the big ships plying between 
England and India. I wasa midship- 
man on board an India packet called 
the Sea King. The difference between 
a midshipman, so called, and an appren- 
tice lay in the fact that the former were 
petty officers and learned navigation 
and seamanship from the quarter deck, 
while the latter were fo'castle hands 
and helped to perform the actual work. 
Our ship carried three midshipmen, and 
our respective fathers had to pay a 
sinart sum to place us there 

At that time the running of slave car- 
goes from the coast of Africa was con- 
fined sole ly tothe Arabs and the Cubans, 
with now and then a cargo for some 
South American port. We left Calcutta 
with about 170 passengers, and of this 
number there were about 50 ermy offi- 
cers. Some had resigned on account of 
wounds or ill healin, others were on 
furlouch, and others still had been ex- 
changed into heme regiments. There 
was also a party of five sportsmen, who 
had been “doing” the jungles of India 
for two or three years. At Cape Town 
we took on board thirty more passen- 
gers, and among them was another 
party of sportsmen, who had been up in 
the lion country. Wemust have hada 
full hundred men among the passengers 
when we left the Cape 

Nothing out ef the routine occurred 
nntil we were well above St. Paul de 
Loonda and half way across the Gulf of 
Guinea. Then we raised a sail dead 
ahead, which was standing to the west, 
having evidently come out from the 
coast. We were within four miles of 
her when the breeze, which had been 
light all the morning, died flat out and 
left both craft heaving on a glassy sea. 
Our officers had given the stranger a 
sharp looking over, and it was the unan- 
jimous Opinion that she was a suspicious 
character. She was a topsail schooner, 
painted a grayish white, and having a 
great spread of canvas, and when Mr 
Grayson, the chief officer, came down 
from aloft, after a long inspection 
through the glas-, he said to Capt. Hob- 
50n 

I've seen twenty of the Cuban ‘black- 
birds’ in my time, and if she’s not loaded 
with slaves, then I'm a blind man.” 

The Captain agreed that she was a 
slaver. England, as you perhaps know, 
did more to suppress the slave trade 
than all other nations combined. She 
had five crnisers to one off the African 
overhauled five times as 


coast. and she 
many craft as any other nation. But 
for her efforts very little would have 


been accomplished at sea. As soon as 


the strange craft was pronounced a 
slaver there was great indignation 


among our passengers. a majority of the 
men being anxious to go off in the small 
boats and capture her. This project did 
not meet with the views of our Captain 
atall. While he would lke to have 
seen her a prize to a cruiser, he had no 
notion of interfering with her move 
ments. I heard him say to a Major 
Shaw, who was anxious to lead an ex 
wedition, that the schooner was doubt 
we armed with cannon and carried a 
large crew, aud that any interference 
with her would be serious 

Nobody dreamed of the calm which 
was to follow, although our position 
was close to the equator It was sum 
mer time in those latitudes, but not op 
pressively hot. Not the slightest move 
ment of air was felt for the rest of the 
day, and as passed the day so passed the 
night. Next morning it was seen that 
the two crafts were nearer together by 
half a mileormore, There were writers 
who call this movement of becalmed 
magnetism. It is simply their 
drift. The larger one drifts the fastest, 
and had we been to the north of the 
schooner the distance would have been 
increased by half a mile, as both of us 
were drifting tothe north in an ocean 
current. After breakfast Major Shaw 
wanted to pull off to the unknown on 
some sort of errand and thus settle ber 
identity, but Capt. Hobson was firm in 
his refusal. Indeed, as he surveyed the 
horizon and consulted the glass and be- 
lieved that the calm was to continue, he 


vessels 


grew uneasy 
All day the Sea King rose and fell on 
the glassy ground swells with the regu 
larity of a pendulum, and when night 
came we were within a couple of miles 
of the schooner. The glasses brought 
her so near that every detail could be 
noted. Everything about her showed 
that she was built and fitted out for 
speed. Only nine or ten men could be 
counted for her crew, and they lounged 
about as honest sailors would under the 
circumstances, That she had a Long 
Tom gun amidships we did not doubt, 
although it was covered in from actual 
sicht. There were also good reasons to 
believe that she carried other metal as 
well, and that the number of men seen 
on her decks did not half represent her 
crew. On the evening of the second 
day the Captain and the mate held a 
long consultation, and asa result pas- 
senger after passenger was invited mto 
the Captain's room, and he said to each 
one in turn 

“The strange craft is a slaver, and 
has acargo aboard. Inorder to carry 
as many negroes as possible, they figure 
close on fresh water. If this calm con- 


tinues another day we shall have a 
visit from him. I can spare him & 
couple of casks, but net more. Those 


may do him, if not, he will attempt to 
take a supply by force. We have no 
cannon, but we can raise at least 100 
firearms among us, and I propose to 
fight him c® ” 

When daylight came the drift of the 
ships had shoytened the distance again. 
The slaver did not look to be over half 
a@ mile away, but her actual distance 
was three times that figure. The sen- 
tinels had heard queer noises from her 
direction after midnight, and our people 
figured that they had had gangs of ne- 
groes on deck at intervals and had 
sluiced water over those in the hold to 
save them as much as possible. If 
there had been any doubt of her calling 
the odor that came to us about sunrise 
would have dispelled it. Many could 


not detect it, but there were at least 
twenty alx ard who got the smell, 
though not the shghtest breath of eir 


was stirring The odor of a cargo of 


blacks is something horrible. On one 
occasion, after the capture of an Arab 
reg J a British cruiser, 1 was on a 
a ch crossed their wake five 
astern. and yet we got the odor so 
strong that some were made sick. 

After breakfast the captain requested 
all passengers to promenade the decks, 
knowing that the slaver was inspecting 
us throngh his glasses, and desiring to 

resent a bold front to him. It was to 

another day without a puff of air, 
and much hotter than the preceding 
ones. It was 10 o'clock when we saw 
them lower a small boat from the stern 
of the schooner and four men enter her. 
She came pulling at a smart pace and 
stopped a few yards away off our star- 
board quarter. aie 

‘Hello! the ship!” called the man in 
the stern sheets as he stood up. 

“Hello! the boat'” replied Captain 
Hobson. 

‘“‘We are short of water in the schoon- 
er and hope you can spare us a few 
casks.” 

‘What's your cargo?” 

“Gold dust, palm oil, ivory and furs. 
We have been up the Niger for several 
months on a trading voyage. We are 
bound for the United States.” 

The speaker was certainly an Ameri- 
can, but the three men with him were 
Spaniards, and as villainous a trio as 
you ever set eyes on. They brought the 
odor with them so strong that every 
nose could now detect it. Capt. Hobson 
was a blunt spoken man. After a bit 
of thinking he replied: 

*<T am satisfied that your schooner is 
a Cuban slaver, and that she has a cargo 
aboard of her now. It’s a villainous 
trade you are engaged in, and I'd like to 
see every mother’s son of you swinging 
at the yardarm! However, out of pity 
for the poor blacks, Il spare you three 
casks. I can't do more. Go back to 
you craft and T'll hoist them out and 
tow them balf way.” 

“And about the pay’” 

“Your money is accursed and I won't 
handle it " 

The man forced a laugh, waved his 
hat as a salute, and his boat returned to 
the schooner. We got over the casks, 
lowered « boat and towed them half a 
mile, and before noon they had been 
hoisted in on the schooner’s deck. 

“It isn't a quart apiece for the thirsty 
people aboard of her,” [ heard the Cap- 
tain say to Major Shaw, ‘and if this 
calm holds we are bound to have a row 
with that fellow.” 

The fourth day of the calm passed 
quietly away. When night came it was 
figured that we had decreased our dis- 
tance by a quarter of a mile. That 
night, to keep up appearances of a bold 
front, there was music and dancing on 
the deck, but while some danced others 
peered into the darkness and guarded 
against a surprise 

The fifth morning dawned without a 
cloud or a breath of air, and we were 
now within less than a mile of the 
schooner. The current was setting us 
both to the northwest, or upon the 
coast. As I said before, being the lar- 
xer body we were drifting the fastest, 
and in a couple of days more must over 
take the schooner. On this day, just 
before noon, the slaver began drawing 
water and sluicing down her cargo, and 
we could plainly hear the shouts and 
yells of the negroes. At? o'clock in the 
afternoon he allowed them to come on 
deck in gangs, and we knew that we 
should shortly hear from him again. 
His situation had become so desperate 
as to oblige him to throw off all reserve. 
It was about tive o'clock in the after. 
noon when the same boat and the same 
officer approached us as before 

‘“You see what our cargo is, Captain,” 
said the man as he stood up and pointed 
to his craft. ‘‘The schooner is a * black 
bird’ and has 330 niggers aboard. Not 
one has died yet, but there isn't a drop 
of water left for them. You must spare 
us some water, or not one of them will 
ever see Cuba.” 

Our Captain was about to reply that 
not another pint could be spared, but 
the passengers appealed to his sympath. 
ies and a sort of public meeting was 
held. We had wines, rum, brandy, 
beer, and could certainly spare more 
water without stinting ourselves. Soon 
er than see the blacks sacrificed every 
body was willing to go on half allow 
ance. The result was that we made up 
about 250 gallons of a mixture of rum 
and water, and the slaver towed the 
casks away. As soon as darkness came 
the deep lead was cast and bottom was 
found at 180 feet. Tlawsers were bent 
toacouple of small anchors, and we 
soon had the satisfaction of knowing 


that our drift was checked 


The dawn of the sixth day showed the 
schooner not more than a mile away 
The fellows had got on to our trick and 
adopted it very promptly. The day 

assed quietly away, the slaver sluicing 
his between decks and parading his 
gangs as before 

~ At daybreak on the morning of the 
th barometer indicated a change, but 
sky and sea gave no evidence of it 
About sunrise the blacks could be 
heard raising a row, probably demand- 
ing water, and: an hour later the pivot 
euN, whose presence we had suspected, 
was uncovered and loaded and pointed 
at us. At the same time three ports 
were opened, and the muzzles of three 
smaller cannon run out and trained on 
our ship. The slaver's crew also in 
creased from ten to twenty-five men, 
and we realized that a climax was at 
hand. They proposed to save their own 
cargo at any risk. The officer who had 
visited us twice before now appeared 
for the third time, having the same 
three villains at the oars. He said they 
were again out of water and must have 
a supply. He did not ask if any more 
could be spared, but commanded Capt. 
Hobson to hoist out ten casks on the 
penalty of being fired into. To the sur- 
prise of everybody, the captain humbly 
agreed and called out 

“Send all the men you can spare and 
make a short job of it, but I want none 
of you aboard” 

The boat returned to the schooner, 
and half an hour later three boats, each 
containing five men, were lying off our 
quarter. We had meanwhile been pre- 
tending to be very busy. The pretence 
was maintained after their arrival. One 
cask was hoisted out and drifted clear, 
and they were looking for a second 
when the sun was suddenly blotted out 
of sight Nicht seemed to come again, 
and a white squall broke with the 
scream of a thousand locomotives. It 
was the forerunner of a hurricane which 
swept us up to Cape Verra and 
500 miles beyond. Not one of the boats 
reached the schooner. The craft her- 
self flew awav before us into the thick- 
ness, but half an hour later, when the 
sky cleared before the hurricane, not an 
eve could discover her. She had gone 
down With all on board.—M. Quad.

We must have food of a suit- 
able character on which to feed and fatten 
them.

As these all have a bearing upon fatten- 


| ing sheep and lambs, they requ’re some 


consideration here. Some pev,le say to 
us that the breed is nothing, but that feed 
is everything. When they say these things 
they say what is not true, though doubt- 
less they say so in theirinnocency. The 
truth is that the breed is a great deal, and 
so is the food. These two go hand in 
hand when the work of fattening sheep 
and lainbs is to prove a marked success. 
They are united in the bonds of union, 
which all passing centuries can not sever. 

In selecting sheep for fattening, there- 
fore, we must have a regard to breed. All 
breeds are not capable of producing mat- 
ton ata profit. Indeed sume breeds are 
incapable of producing mutton of the 
highest type. 

To secure sheep and lambs that will fat- 
ten in best form it is indispensable that 
the sire belongs to one ot the mutton-pro 
ducing breeds; that he possesses suitable 
shape, and that he is pre-potent. Unless 
he belongs to one of the mutton produc- 
ing breeds he cannot transmit mutton-pro- 
ducing qualities. Without the animal to be 
made into mutton is possessed of mutton- 
producing qualities the effort to produce 
mutton will not avail with any kind of 
food or care. From which of the mutton 
breeds should the pure sire come? That 
will depend on the character of the dams. 
When these are small and compact, a ram 
of the large and more rangy type should 
ba selected; when the dams are large and 
coarse, aram of smaller and more com- 
pactly built breed would be in order. 

The shape and form of the ram would 
be in outline as follows: He would be 
medium to large in size, of the breed, and 
inclining to compact in form. He should 
possess a strong but not coarse head, car- 
ried well up, and from the orbs of which 
clear, full, bright. expressive and intelli- 
gent eyes look out The neck should be 
short and powerfal at the collar; the breast 
low, wide and deep; the body plump and 
cylindrical in shape along its entire length; 
the back broad, level and well fleshed; the 
shoulders plump and round but not prom- 
inent; the heart girth good; the hind quar- 
ters long the hips full; the buttock broad 
and the twist well filled. He shonld be 
strong in the arm and thigh: should stand 
on short legs, with medium tostrong bone, 
and should have a bright pink-colored oily 
skin : 

As every surcessful breeder of sheep 
knows very well, the ram should be prepo 
tent; that is to say. he should be able to 
imprint his own yood characters on his 
progeny ina marked dezree. This he can 
not do if he is a scrub trom lack of breed- 
ing, for then he has no good characters to 
imprint. If he is a pure bred serub, and 
more especially if he is descended from 
scrub ancestry, his purity of breeding only 
yives him greater power to work ruin in 
any flock. If he is wood individnally but 
of mixed breeding, we have no guarantee 
as to the results, as we do not know which 
of the variable blood elements possessed by 
the sire will be the more potent in trans- 
mission. But if we use a sire rightin form 
and shape, possessed of that great requisite 
in sires, viz. ; bodily vigor and well come, 
that is to say, descended from ancestry of 
good individnality for some distance along 
the upward line of ascent, we will get what 
we are seeking with almost unfailing cer- 
tainty, where the dams are at all suitable, 
and the managem nt at all correct. 

In breeding the dams may be anything 
save pure Merinos, if the shapes are right 
Pure Merinos being essentially wool -pro- 
ducers and of ancient lineage, would be 
more potent to resist change than the sires 
of the more modern mutton producing 
breeds would be potent to effect change. 
In time the pure Merinv could be turned 
into a mutton-producing sheep, but not 
nearly 60 quickly as the grade Merino, and 
more quickly still, the grade or common 
ewe of more mixed breeding. The grade 
Merino ewe would have less power to resist 
change than the pure Merino, from the 
weakening of her dominant characters 
through grading, and the ewe of more mixed 
breeding would have even less power in 
this direction. owing to the still farther 
weakening of dominant characters through 
the transfusion of many and divers 
elements of blood, which may in some 
instances breed so inharmoniously as to 
render the possession of dominant charac- 
ters an impossibility. —From Address by 
Prof. Thos Shaw, «iuelph, at Columbus,

Improved Stable Floor, 

I send you description of a stable floor 
especially good for stallions and geldings. 
The first tier of plank, which may be 
® inches thick, is laid with an incline of 3 
inches tothe rear.
